Buthing at Bread Loaf 


A member of the original Bathtub Brigede wishes to 
submit a few comments on the bathing situation at Bread Loaf 
in the past, mentioned in yesterday's Crumb. About. thirty 
years ago the first bathtub was installed at the end of what 
is now known as Bloomfield Hall. This was not made out of 
part of a spare room, nor was it the one used later by Mr. 
Buttell, in which he kent, not shoes ani old harnesses, as 
erroneously stated, but books, and only bocks. The bathroom 
in Bloomfield wus nut in experimentally for guests of the Inn, 
und bath tickets were sold for fifty cents. It is also true 
that ral people often used the same ticket. This system 
of "joint" bathing, alluded to in the Crumb, was worked as 
follows:

The idea was to coax out of one overworked ticket the maximum 
number of baths, without arousing the suspicions of the au- 
thorities. The ablutions, therefore, hai to be »erformed with 
lightening-like ravidity, and with the smallest possible «mount 
of hot water. As each rushed out, the next in line dashed in, 
and Woe to the one who exceeded the allotted tine limit of 
three minutes, or who tried to nush ahead out of turn. It was 
an exciting gane, and the nresent writer remembersvividly on 
ene occasion the thrill of triumohantly extracting from a reluc- 
tant and long-suffering faucet, the ninth-end last--bath of the 
day !

RESUME OF COURSE OF LECTURES GIVEN AT BREAD LOAF 
SCHOOL OF ENGLISH - SUMMER 1936 


Puppet from the Latin "Pupa", a doll, is a genus under which 
several species may be Cla R ad. There is nothing arbitrary 
in this classification; we put down here the main kinds of 
figures comprised under the general term, puppet. 


1. Shadow puppets, developed in China and thence spread- 
ing to all the Oriental countries. Transparent or 
translucent figures, made in China of donkey skins in 
Java of buffalo hides; and in Turkey of camel hide, 
(The European silhouettes in black and white are an 
imitation of Oriental "shadows"). 


Fist puppet, —also called the hand, or glove, punvet, 
because the figure is worked witn the human hand in- 
side of it. This kind of dupnvet has been found in 
antiquity as well as in its modern form of Punch and 
Juday 1n England. Policinel te or Guignol in France; 
Ponchinello in Italy; Kasoerele in Germany, etc.. 


3. The rod pupnet, ——-Itali oS or Sicilian rod vupnebs are 
worked with a rod from above and have a famous ex- 
ponent in this country in the puppets of Pana Manteo 
in New York City. (Shadows are also worked with sticks 
or wires from below; as well «xs other oupsets used on 
the regular marionette Stage, esnecislly animal figures. 
The style of combining vun»ets worked with rods from be- 
low and punnets worked with strings from above is »onu- 
lar with many noted puppeteers in Furose, notably 
Richard Teschner in Vienna. 


4 The stringed puppet or the Var Ro Na The figures are 
worked from above with strings attached to a wooden con- 
troller. 


Even the origin of the word "marionette" is in dispute, 
its etymology poe variously accredited to "Marie", 
meuning the Virgin or the unmarried maiden; to "Morio", 
the medigeval mool, e bt 


The prototype of all historical punvets are the small articu- 
lated figures found in the tombs with the mummies in Egypt. 
Every country and civilization in the world seems to have bor- 
rowed or developed its own form of ounnet, --whether un imita- 
tion of the Egyptian or indeneadently is a matter of discussion, 


DEFINITION: A punnet is an articulated figure, made to 
imitate human or animal action and used for 
purposes of entertainment or EI T 
(religious or otherwise).

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The heads of the Kingsland Marionettes are carved of Balsa 
wood, This medium has the advantage of employing a material 
already familiar to the student and of being made with a 
penknife, --the whittling inclination used for artistic ends.. 
Balsa wood is obtuinable from the Balsa Wood Company of 
Brooklyn, New York, and is inexpensive. Keep the features 
simple and strong. The carved head must be smoothed with 
sand paver, "filledn ‘th varnish; and, when thoroughly dry, 
painted wita oil paints.

A great be attained in dressing marion- 
ettes. Let the costumes be authentic as far a6 possible, 
This will necessitate a study of costume design,--a research 
beneficial to the student. Use light-weight fabrics so as 
not to impede action... Vaen nermissible, use gay colors to 
accord with the joyousness we believe marionettes and hand 
puppets should express. 


Wigs are variously made of wool, theatrical “crepe hair, or 
eal hair. Shoes of leutherette or leather.

We use shoemaker's silk (double F) 
for stringing ordinary figures; fish line for acrobatic 
figures.

SES Sumo yA. strip of footlights, about the length 
for your stage opening with a Flood Light above on each 
side do very well as a simple system. Later on, as a 
grouv advances, an overhead strip snd side siripa. can (be 
added, with different circuits in each for color effects. 
All these light strips can be made by the students; we 
have seen it done in several amateur groups throughout 
the country, 


A simple fabric, preferably dark, so that the strings 
will not be too obvious, cm be used for single acts. 


For the scenery, we recommend a design made on un- 
bleached muslin, with crayons. This kind of backdrop 
should be pressed on the reverse side with 2 warm (not 
hot) iron to "sett the wax. Poster paint on the re- 
verse side of oil ‘cloth makes exce llent and sturdy back- 
drcps. 


PROPERTIES 


Keep properties simole. A table, chair or bench can be 
b L 


effectively used to suggest a whole room. If your 
properties are few, as we believe they should be, make 
every piece used be the best of its kind for the situa- 
tion. Do not clutter your stage. Put your plan over 
through action rather than through elaborate "se ts". 


CHOOSING Tiki PLAY 
"The play's the thing" that must be chosen with great 
care and planned with co-ordination.of activity and color 
scheme, before any part of it is actually made. Costume 
sketches in color should be carefully considered with 
miniature "sets" in color so that every part of the play, 
though done in separate departments of school, activity 
and by many students, will work into a harmonious whole.

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SOME "DO'S AND DON'TS" IN PUPPET PROJECTS 
By Ca Re Head - The Kingsland Marionettes 


Puppetry is essentially a suggestive art. simpviicity is the 
rule in all of our professional work with the Kingsland Marionettes. 
Outlined below are some do's anu don'ts of our own, and excerpts 
in the same vein from the writings of other authorities in this 
age-old art of "pulling the strings". 


In presenting plays to children on the marionette stage, there 
must be plenty of action and short scenes. This is important due 
to limitation. of the movements of the puppets, for children sudi- 
ences are apt to become restless and bored with too much straight 
dialogue. In short, avoid long speeches and long, drawa-out plays. 
Variety numbers before and after a play are always advisable. 


Next in importance is not to over-gesticulate the figures.  Im- 
press upon your pupils the importance of develoving a light touch. 
We always liken the marinulation of ouunevs to the handling of a 
delicate musical instrument such as the violin. Do not be discour- 
aged during the first attemuts at meninulation. Perfection comes 
with practice and plenty of it, The most important vnoint to remem- 
ber in pupvet manipulation is to keen the figure upright and on the 
floor of the stage. 


We alwuys recommend beginners to sturt with an action or qdencing 
figure. A dancing clown is ideal. 


In organizing a nunvet project in schools, do not have more than 


Y 
three people on the bridge at the same time. Divide the groun into 
several sets of puppeteers. This is often accomnlished by using tm 


or three one-act plays or famous scenes from literature and severa! 
variety numbers such as dances, tricks, etc. Very imoortant is to 
have each punnetecr socak for his or her own figure; this makes for 
perfect synchronization of c ice und gesture. Lighting effects can 
pe delegated to one individual. The curtain can DG handled by one 
person. Two property men, one on each side of the stage, are ad- 
visable. The teacher or a student with executive ability can be th 
stage munager. A successful project with punnets needs intelligent 
organization back-stage and should be well planned and rehearsed 
ahead of time. 


As to stage properties end sets. Do not let your »roduction De- 
come too "gadgety". A simple suggestive back-dron, a table, chair, 
ete., should suffice. Always bear in mind the Limitations of the 
actual puppet stage area. Tt should be only arm-length wide, so in 
order to move punpets about this svace gracefully, there should be 
as few impediments to the strings as vossible. Another imsortant 
feature is to center your action as far ds nossible. 

Make your figures supple. Sacrifice other elements for free ac- 
tion» at Joints. 

Impress your ¿group with the importance of good diction and enun 
ciation. Mumble lines will not hold an audience. 

One last word. Your first puppets should be made as quickly 
vossibie so as to not Jet your project "drag", Many worthwhile 
puppet projects have been abandoned because it took too long to 
make the figures. Adovt a simnie quick method for making your 
puppets. 
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A puppet project is a "happy" business und it follows that hap- 
py people should constitute its personnel. Bickering, erguments, 
playing, etc., should be taboo back-stuges Impress your group with 
the importance of being as professional as possible. 

Always work towards perfection in the making of the figures, 
the choosing of the literary forms, organization and yresentation. 


Vie reiterate, please do your utmost to raise the standards of 
puppetry and helo vo establish a real American punset tradition. 


We have enjoyed our work at Bread Loaf and wish you success in 
your first project and trust that it siil lead to more.
